P eter Andre was due to be on honeymoon with 
new wife Emily MacDonagh last week - but 
was forced to cancel it after being called to 
give evidence in a bitter court battle instead. 
Poor Pete had to relive intimate details about his 
marriage to Katie, when he was called as a witness 
in a complex £5.5 million dispute between producer 
Neville Hendricks and ITV2 last week, just four days 
after he tied the knot with Emily, 25, at Mamhead 
House in Exeter, Devon.

W ith three failed marriages 
behind her, you d think 
Kerry Katona would be 
in a bad place right now. 
Especially with the news that it s all off 
with her husband of just nine months, 
childhood sweetheart George Kay.

Kerry hit back with a restrained open 
letter, reminding Chantelle to respect the 
sisterhood and not judge others. 

'Despite everything, Kerry is really 
positive and feeling happy about the 
future,' says our source. 'She feels like 
a huge weight has been lifted. 
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'Even though she's sad that a third 
marriage has ended, she's glad to be on 
her own, being able to spend time with 
the kids and relaxing around them. 

'She and George had been rowing 
a lot in the past few months of their 
relationship. As long ago as Christmas, 
there was tension in the air.

L ooking at Kylie Jenner, it s 
hard to believe she's just 17. 

And, rather than planning 
an extravagant bash for her 
18th birthday next month, Kylie has 
shocked her family by revealing she'll 
use the day to unveil her controversial 
relationship with Tyga, 25, instead.

But, by October, Kylie featured 
more regularly in his Instagram 
posts, including one of them 
dressed as Chucky and his 
bride in a Halloween snap. 

It is then that Kylie's 
father, Bruce, now Caitlyn, 
reportedly warned Tyga, 

'If anything happens 
to her, your a** is mine.' 

And, in February, Amber 
Rose, 27-year-old Blac's 
bestie, caused problems 
for the Kardashian/Jenner 
clan, when she told a 
radio show, 'Tyga should 
be ashamed.

Sister Khloe defended

A month later, US reports that Kylie 
was pregnant and marrying her man 
circulated after she was spotted wearing 
an engagement- style ring. 

And, last month, Tyga landed the pair 
in hot water again, after releasing Pleazer 
- which features the lyrics 'Kardashian 
p**>Vy', believed to refer to Kylie. 

While Kris has accepted Tyga 
into the family, she is being cautious. 

'Kris is happy Kylie and Tyga can go 
public on 10 August, but it is under her 
rules or not at all,' says our insider. 

This isn't the hrst time business- 
minded Kris has taken extra care 
over her family's privacy - just last 
year, she hired a gunman to guard 
her home after a creepy package 
reading, 'Marry me, Kylie,' 
got through their security. 

But Kylie feels Kris 
is going too far this time. 

'Kylie was horrihed and 
at first refused to let Kris 
draw up the agreement,' 
says our source.

j landing here, posing in my bra 

and knickers, I feel completely 
confident. But I know there are a 
lot of women who wouldn't and, 
not long ago, I was definitely one of them.

Being told I was expecting 
twins was the most exciting 
moment of my life. Forget the 
extra feeds and the endless 
nappies, I just felt lucky to be 
having not one, but two, new 
babies to love. 

My husband Daniel, 
then 36, and I already had 
a daughter, Lily, four, and 
I loved being a mum more than 
anything else. So when we went for 
my 16 -week scan, I was bursting to 
discover the sex of our babies. 

But as our consultant studied 
the screen, her face froze. Closing 
the door, she turned to us. “I'm so 
sorry," she said. “But your babies' 
bodies are joined together." I opened 
my mouth to speak, but the words 
wouldn't come. Siamese twins? 

I thought that kind of thing only 
happened in movies. 

Daniel held me as I burst into 
tears. The consultant explained 
there was only a small chance our 
identical girls would survive until 
birth. He mentioned the possibility 
of a termination, but ending the 
pregnancy wasn't an option for us. 
Instead I shoved all the facts and 
figures to the back of my mind, and 
vowed to keep calm. 

Back at our home in Kent, I sat 
down with Lily when she got home 
from school. “You're going to have 
two little sisters," I whispered, as her 
face broke into a huge smile. “But 
they will be a bit poorly, so Mummy

might have to stay with them 
in hospital for a while." 

There was no way I could tell her 
that the babies might not even come 
home at all. It was too terrible to even 
think about and I knew the only way 
I could cope was by staying positive. 

But at times it was impossible not 
to worry. In those first few days, 

I googled everything I could find 
on conjoined twins. And what 
I discovered made me freeze. 

Most died in the womb, and those 
that did survive didn't have a great 
prognosis either. 

It was all too gloomy. So me and 
Daniel, a taxi driver, made a pact not 
to dwell on the negatives. We agreed 
to remain as optimistic as possible. 
And, amazingly, with each scan, our 
girls grew stronger, although the 
doctors warned us that they couldn't 
be quite sure where the babies were 
joined until they were born. 

Somehow I made it to 34 weeks 
before my consultant insisted it 
was time for me to give birth by 
Caesarean section, and on 26 July 
2012, our daughters Ruby and Rosie 
were born, weighing 51b 4oz each.

Seeing my babies squirming and 
crying as the obstetrician held them 
up to me, was the most beautiful 
sight in the world. With their soft 
light hair and blue eyes, they were 
the image of Lily, and although I had 
yet to hold them, my maternal love 
kicked in straight away. 

But there was no time for kisses 
or photos. The girls were joined 
at the abdomen and they needed 
emergency surgery to separate 
them as their shared intestines were 
blocked. They were transferred 
immediately to London's Great 
Ormond Street Hospital, where 
they were booked in for an operation 
the following day. 

The next morning, still sore from 
my stitches, I discharged myself 
from University College Hospital, in 
London, so I could be there for my 
baby girls. We left Lily with a friend, 
but both sets of grandparents were 
at the hospital to support us. 

As the twins were taken into 
surgery, the twist of fear in my chest 
was overwhelming. Nobody spoke 
much. Instead we just sat in silence 
watching the Olympic Games. 

Time folded into itself, until 
finally, I saw the twins' surgeon 
coming towards us. With a smile 
he told us the operation had been 
a success and I collapsed straight 
into Daniel's arms with relief. 

“Thank you," I wept, as tears 
rolled uncontrollably down my 
face. It had taken 15 doctors five 
hours to separate the twins. But 
they were alive. 

Fifteen minutes later, I met Ruby 
and Rosie properly for the first time.

Kissing their tiny, downy heads, I felt 
them nuzzle into me. 

Still fragile, the twins were kept in 
hospital. Every few hours, Td express 
some milk, and I spent my days 
holding their little hands and just 
whispering to them. Slowly the girls 
started to get bigger, and after four- 
and-a-half weeks, we were hnally 
allowed to bring them home. 

Those hrst few weeks with two 
newborn babies were hard, but 
although they had to have regular 
check-ups and we were told they 
would need more surgery, against 
all the odds, our babies were hne. 

Now Rosie and Ruby are almost 
three, and they have the most 
amazing bond. After being joined in 
the womb, they hate to be apart. At 
night I will often hnd them curled 
up asleep together in the same bed. 

Rosie is the leader, and Ruby is 
happy to follow, and although we 
do try to treat them as individuals, 
the two of them love being so alike, 
and they always insist on wearing 
matching clothes. 

I cant quite put into words how 
proud I feel as I watch the girls doing 
ordinary things, like simply chasing 
each other around the garden. 

Having twins can be hard work, 
but after everything we Ve been 
through, Tm happy to embrace every 
ounce of double trouble.'

Annie's mum, Meryon, spent 
most of 2014 in hospital receiving dialysis 
for the failing kidney transplant she 
underwent six years before. 

Tragically, Meryon passed away 
aged 65 in December with Annie at 
her bedside. T had cared for my mum 
my whole life, and losing her left a 
huge void,' says Annie. 

'We were best friends as well as mum 
and daughter, so it's been really difficult 
the past few months. 

'Luckily, my friendship with Carina 
has allowed me to see light at the end 
of the tunnel, and setting up our group 
has dehnitely helped keep me busy.' 

Together, Annie and Carina have set

W hen Carina Andrews 
and Annie Cash hrst 
met, they had no idea 
how life-changing their 
friendship would be. 

Not only have they supported each other 
through devastating diagnoses and the loss 
of a loved one, they have worked tirelessly 
to set up their very own support group for 
people just like them - young adult carers. 

At just hve years old, Carina was 
caring for her newborn baby sister, 
trying her best to cope with her newfound 
responsibility. It was 1998, and her mum, 
Jo, now 45, was suffering from severe 
postnatal depression. 




Carina dealt with 
the housework, bath 
times and washing 
up - a situation that 
is shockingly common 
and which many young 
carers can relate to. 

Only child Annie 
was just three years old 
when she began caring 
for her diabetic mum, 

Meryon. She struggled 
with her mobility and, after losing 
her sight, Annie was her full-time 
carer by the age of 10. 

Both Carina and Annie missed tons of 
school, as their education took a side 
step to their caring roles. 

The best friends first met three 
years ago when Carina decided to try 
and set up a support group specifically 
for carers aged between 18 and 25. 

She was put in touch with Annie 
through Carers Trust in Bristol,

Carina has been 


responsible for her 
mum Jo since she was five 
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up a very successful young adult carers 
group that has over 50 members and 
counting. 'When Tm not caring for my 
mum and dad, Mike, 63, who has recently 
been diagnosed with Parkinson s disease, 
Tm busy coming up with new fundraising 
ideas for Eighteenplus,' says Carina. 

Their group doesn't receive any 
Government funding. Through raffles, 
sponsored runs and a one-day festival, 
Carina and Annie manage to cover the costs 
of fun days out, so their group members 
have something to look forward to. 

'We go to theme parks, bowling or out 
for ice cream. But, mostly, it s just being 


long hours, it was up to me to ensure 
everything was in order - bills, food 
shopping, Enyas dinner, bath times. 

You name a household chore, I did it. 

'I didn't mind, though. I tried to shelter 
my sister from it all, as I wanted to make 
sure she did well at school. She's the brainy 
one out of us both. 

'When I was at school. I'd be 
thinking about Mum all day. Had she 
caused herself harm? Had she eaten 
anything today?' 

These were the types of things that left 
Carina with no choice but to miss huge 
chunks of school between the ages of 12 


Both Carina and Annie struggle to 
imagine what life would be like without 
the other. Annie says, 'She's been my rock 
through the worst times in my life. 

'People need to know about the daily 
struggles carers face, so more support 
and funding from the Government 
can be provided across the country. 

'If anyone wants to join our support 
group, then please add us on Facebook - 
facebook.com/eighteenplus.carersgroup. 
You don't need to be from our local area to 
get involved. Carina and I understand what 
you're going through more than anyone.'

'We knew there were other young 
people in our position 


around other people in the same situation 
that helps,' says Carina. 

Unlike those in their support group, 
Carina and Annie had no friends who 
understood what it was like to be a young 
carer when they were growing up. Carina 
says, 'My mum's postnatal depression 
started after she had my sister, Enya, 
who is now 16. 

'On bad days, she wouldn't even get 
out of bed, and with my dad working 


and 14. But, despite her broken education, 
she still managed to pass her GCSEs 
and now works as a part-time family 
support worker. 

Since the death of her mum, Annie 
has also been looking for a new career 
path and is hoping to enrol at a college 
within the next few months. 'I'd love 
to do a creative writing course. I write 
a lot of hction - mostly fantasy and 
ghost stories!'

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But things got even worse when the half-sisters she'd grown up with 


secretly squandered her share of the life insurance money i 


H aving always been close to 

her father, 19-year-old Sasha 
Cochrane was distraught when 
in July 2011 her dad, Peter, fell 
from scaffolding at work and died. 

But in the miserable few months 
following his death, her sisters became 
her support network, as Sasha grew 
even closer to her two elder half-sisters, 
Amanda, then 34, and Claire, then 30, 
as they helped console her two younger 
sisters, Annabelle, 15, and Jessica, 14. 

But, shockingly, just six months after 
losing their father, Amanda and Claire 
secretly claimed every penny of Peter s 
£121,000 life insurance payout - and 
spent it. 

It s horrifying that they Ve done this 
to us, we Ve always been so close,' explains 
Sasha, now 23, from Warrington. 

'When I was 11, 1 found out that my 
dad had been married before he met 
my mum, Luisa, and that 1 had two older 
half-sisters, Amanda and Claire, who lived

his death and still not having 
received the money, Sasha 
realised she hadn't heard 
from her half-sisters for 
two weeks. 

1 contacted the life 


nearby in Partington. 

Although there was a big age gap, we 
quickly formed a close bond. 1 used to go 
to theirs for sleepovers at the weekend, 
and once 1 was old enough, we all went 
on nights out together,' explains Sasha. 

'When 1 was 15, my parents split up and 
Dad found a new partner. It was tough, 
but my big sisters always made sure 1 was 
OK and 1 loved them more than ever for 


helping me through it.' 

But, in July 2011, the family were hit 
by tragedy when Peter fell 30ft from 
scaffolding while working as a roof 
painter. He died of internal bleeding just 
three hours later. 

'By the time we arrived at the hospital. 
Dad had already passed away,' Sasha 
recalls. '1 was devastated. My sisters and 
1 spent more time together than ever as 
we planned the flowers for the funeral and 
what we'd say. 1 saw Amanda and Claire 


almost every day, popping round to their 
house after work for a cuppa, and over the 
next few months they helped me cope with 
my grief.' 

Despite not having left a will, Peter had 
taken out life insurance with Provident 
Life Insurance and had made Claire and 
Amanda the administrators. 

Sasha explains, 'In September 2011, 
three months after Dad's death, we 


received a letter from Provident via our 
solicitor stating that we would be entitled 
to a hfth of his insurance payout - £24,000 
each - once it came through. 

'We sat out in the garden at my mum's 
house and agreed who in the family we 
would give some money to, and that we'd 
split the rest five ways between us. 

1 planned to put a deposit down on a 
house, because 1 felt Dad would have 
approved of that.' 

But in February 2012, nearly a year after 


insurance company to ask about the 
payout and they said it had been paid 
to my elder sisters. 

'1 was horrified, and couldn't stop crying 
There hadn't been any change in how 
my sisters had behaved recently, so 1 was 
convinced there'd just been some mistake. 
But when 1 called Claire to ask what was 
going on she hung up straight away, and 
when 1 couldn't get hold of Amanda, 1 
knew it had to be true. 

'1 couldn't understand how we'd all cried 
together at our dad's funeral and grieved 
together in the months since - and all that 
time they'd been secretly plotting to claim 
the money without telling us.' 

Sasha immediately got in touch with the 
police, but as her half-sisters were named 
as the administrators on the policy there 
was nothing they could do. 

Later that month, she hired a solicitor to 
contact Amanda and Claire on her behalf, 
even though it cost £250 for each letter 
they sent. 

But Sasha - who runs a printing 
business and lives with her partner 
Anthony, 32, and two -year- old son Myles -

received another 
blow when they got 
a reply from her older 
sisters saying they couldn't 
afford to give their three 
younger siblings their share as 
they only had a small amount of the 
monies left for distributing’. 

'They offered to give the three of us 
£10,000 each,’ Sasha says. 'But even 
after sending two more solicitor’s letters, 
we’ve never received it. It’s like they are 
the wicked half-sisters and I am the 
real-life Cinderella. 

'We want to take them to court, but 
I still need to repay more than £2,000 in 
legal fees I’ve racked up, and we’ve been 
told it’ll cost between £5,000 and £15,000. 

I work full-time on minimum wage so 
need to save up hrst, but I’m determined 
they’re not going to get away with this.’ 

Sasha admits that her family now is 
in tatters. 'I can’t believe their greed 
was more important to them than our 
relationship. To lose your dad is tough, but 
then to lose your two sisters and have the 
stress of a legal battle is heartbreaking. 

'In the fairytale, the step sisters get their 
comeuppance and Cinderella comes out 
on top but it looks like I’m a long way from 
my happy ending.’ 

When asked to comment, Claire told us, 
'If she wants to go naming and shaming 
me and my sister, she can. They [the 
younger sisters] wanted £25,000 each, but 
why should they have it bearing in mind 
they had everything all their lives off my 
dad when me and Amanda had nothing. 

We offered them £15,000 each and they 
refused it so what can we do?’ 

Amanda added, 'To be honest, they were 
getting nothing. They got what was coming 
to them.’

Tve been very strict with 
myself, but the journey has 
been more than worth it. 

Of course, I missed my 
favourite foods, but I was 
so keen to stay on target, that 
the sacrihce was bearable. 


Recently, Tve joined a 
slimming club to learn how 
to enjoy a treat and still stay 
in control of my weight. 

Now, I feel great. Tm not 
shy in front of the camera 
and I love sharing pictures 
of myself in cute outhts. Tve 
always loved fashion, so it s 
great that I no longer panic 
at the thought of short skirts 
or spaghetti straps! 

As for social media, 

I don't live in fear of timeline 
updates any more, and,

B ubbly Jane Park didn't exactly 
have an easy start in life. Her 
mum, Linda, battled drugs and 
she spent much of her childhood 
going between relatives and a foster family.

After breaking her arm and leg on her 
trip, she returned home and bought a 
three-bedroom house in Edinburgh. 

But, after spending just a couple 
of months there, she moved back 
in with her mum and sister. 

Tt was hard work, stressful and 
ust boring. I don't think I was 
ready for it. It gets really 
lonely,' she said. 

T couldn't make the 
bed, I couldn't cook or i 
clean or pay bills, so I 
moved back home.' 

Speaking about 
where she grew 
up, Jane said, Tt's 
not exactly Beverly 
Hills. People who are not 
from there think it's "urgh", 
but I think it's alright.' 

Throughout her hrst year 
as a millionaire, Jane stayed 
true to her roots and instead 
of splashing out on luxurious 
holidays, took her mum to 
Benidorm for her birthday. 

She then returned to Magaluf 
to work as a shot girl for hve 
weeks, opting to share a 


room with three other teenagers, despite 
being able to easily afford a hve-star hotel. 

Jane also had the £4,500 boob job she'd 
always wanted, sparking a wave of Twitter 
abuse after her documentary 
aired last week. 

Having been labelled a 'tramp' 
and told 'you can't buy class', the 
teen said, 'I've had enough nasty 
comments to last me a lifetime.' 
Winning £1 million so 
young may seem like a 
dream but Jane's nan, Anne, 
was concerned it'd send her 
granddaughter off 
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the rails. 'It's like 
giving someone 
a gun,' she said. 
But, despite 
everything, Jane 
appears to have her 
feet hrmly on the 
ground. Reflecting 
on her big win, she 
said, 'I saw a good 
quote which said, "Money can't buy 
happiness, but it can buy you a jet ski 
and have you ever seen someone being 
sad on a jet ski?" 

'But money can't buy you love. It 
can't buy you friends - true friends.

It's something he's 
no stranger to with his Kardashian 
stepsisters' drama-hlled personal 
lives, which he uses for inspiration. 

Tve dehnitely drawn from their 
experiences and my own personal 
experiences,' he laughs. 

'My girlfriend Kaitlynn [who he 
refers to as "Kaitlynn with a K" to avoid 
any confusion] thinks my sex advice is 
dreadful, though, so I don't think anyone 
should necessarily listen.'

Yes. If you're under 18, it is 
illegal for you to use sunbeds 
or tanning salons. This could 
be at a leisure centre, gym, 
hotel or beauty salon. You're 
not even supposed to be in 
an area reserved for sunbed 
users. This is because it 
increases your risk of skin 
cancer, including the very 
unpleasant melanoma. If 
you are legally allowed to 
use a sunbed, the operator 
should advise you on your 
skin type and how many 
minutes you can safely 
use the machine for.

Why do I wake up feeling 
more rested in the summer than 
the winter?

It's probably down to daylight. In the 
summer, nature has a cute way of 
waking you up. The blue light from 
dawn onwards creeps in through the 
curtains, and as it hits the back of 
your eye it leads to the release of the 
hormone cortisol, which wakes you 
up. In the winter, you don't have this 
daylight and so many people wake 
up feeling tired. Having a blue light 
by the side of your bed can wake you 
up in the morning. But looking at 
a blue light, such as a computer or 
iPad screen, before bed can keep you 
awake.

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RIGHT SHADES 

How can I choose sunglasses that give 
me protection against UV hght? 

Rochelle, Cheam 

Some sunglasses look really cool 
and dark but give you virtually no 
protection against UV light. It's worth 
paying a bit more for those with a CE 
or British standard mark (BS EN 1836: 
2005). Good sunglasses could also have 
a UV 400 label or a label saying that 
they give 100 per cent UV protection. 
However, that does not give you 
protection to go staring at the sun. You 
should never look straight into it no 
matter how good your sunglasses are. 


PREGNANT PRECAUTION 

I'm pregnant and have been told not to kiss 
my kids to prevent CMV infection. Is that so? 

Jane, Loughborough 

Cytomegalovirus or CMV is a common virus 
that is spread through bodily fluid such as 
saliva and urine, and can also be passed on 
through close contact with children such as 
when changing nappies. If you're pregnant and 
have active CMV infection, the virus can pass to 
your baby and sometimes cause problems such 
as hearing loss and learning difficulties. To 
reduce this risk you should regularly wash your 
hands with soap and water. Hug your kids and 
kiss them on the head but it's better to avoid the 
face, and don't share cups, knives and forks.
